Bernard  F.    Shaw 


Bernard  F.  Shaw,  82,  of  North  Road,  died  at  his  home 
on  February  26,  1994.  He  was  born  in  Salisbury,  son  of 
Frank  and  Gertrude  (Gllpatrick)  Shaw.  Bernard  was  a 
lifelong  resident  of  Salisbury. 

He  was  employed  at  J. P.  Stevens  Woolen  Mill  In 
Franklin  from  1936  until  1945.  For  several  years  he 
bused  school  children  in  Salisbury.  He  was  a  former 
member  of  the  Salisbury  Budget  Committee. 

He  also  served  as  road  agent.  From  1941  until  his 
death  he  was  a  dairy  farmer.  He  was  a  member  of  the 
Merrimack  County  Farm  Bureau. 

One  of  12  children  (8  boys  and  4  girls),  he  attended 
school  -  up  to  the  8th  grade,  but  was  unable  to  go 
further  as  he  had  to  help  support  his  family  and  enable 
others  to  finish  school.  He  was  born  in  the  Shaw 
Homestead  (now  the  Woody  Glen  Ski  area  -  then  called  Shaw 
Hill,  but  correctly  named  Racoon  Hill  Rd. ) .  He  lived  at 
the  homestead  until  his  marriage  in  1938  when  he  moved  to 
Franklin  and  worked  in  Stevens  Mill.  In  June  1941,  he 
bought  the  current  farm  on  North  Road  in  Salisbury  and 
lived  there  the  rest  of  his  life.  He  did  farming  part- 
time  while  still  holding  dov^n  a  full-time  Job  at  J. P. 
Stevens.  In  1945,  he  decided  to  do  farming  (poultry  as 
well  as  dairy)  full-time,  working  hard  to  make  the  farm 
what  it  is  today,  even  helping  out  on  the  farm  right  up 
until  his  death.  Maple  Shade  Farm  is  run  by  sons  David 
and  Gene  Sliaw  along  with  grandsons  Greg  Miller  and  Kevin 
Shaw . 

Liked:  Good  old  United  States,  family,  sweets 
(Including  a  passion  for  ice  cream),  card  games,  telling 
stories  of  childhood  -  (even  imitating  the  characters 
Involved),  just  plain  talking  -  he  Just  loved  people. 

Disliked:  Disrespect  for  country,  had  no  compassion 
for  criminals  (thought  they  were  not  given  proper 
punishment),  smoking,  drinking,  streetlight  on  Rabbit 
Road.  (Thouglit  anyone  making  over  $5.00/hr.  was 
overpaid. )

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SELECTMEN'S  REPORT 

The  year  1994  was  a  challenging  one.  Our  tax  rate 
V7as  set  late  October  and  was  increased  by  $4.23.  The 
biggest  contributing  factor  is  the  school  portion.  Town 
increased  by  .42,  County  by  .05  and  School  by  $3.76. 

This  year  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  after  consultation 
with  the  State  Department  of  Revenue,  decided  to  do  a 
land  valuation  update  within  the  Town.  The  economy  has 
changed  since  the  reevaluation  was  done  in  1990  and  land 
values  are  down.  Once  the  update  was  completed  most  land 
was  reduced  by  40%.  Our  equalization  ratio  returns  to 
100%.  This  year's  Town  Report  includes  a  listing  of  all 
property  valuations. 

Automation  within  the  Town  Office  is  moving  ahead. 
Training  has  begun  for  our  office  staff  to  be  able  to 
generate  our  own  tax  bills.  A  new  telephone  system  was 
Installed  in  May  of  1994  to  allow  the  office  staff  more 
flexibility.  The  Kearsarge  Telephone  Company  generously 
donated  a  computer  and  printer  to  the  Salisbury  Cemetery 
Trustees  to  assist  in  their  record  keeping. 

In  the  fall  of  1994  the  new  soccer  field  was 
dedicated  to  Norma  Love Joy.  Norma  is  a  long  time 
resident  of  Salisbury  and  devoted  to  the  young  as 
evidenced  by  her  50  year  commitment  as  a  Salisbury  School 
Board  member.  The  Merrimack  Valley  school  system  and  the 
Town  of  Salisbury  are  proud  to  name  the  soccer  field 
after  Norma. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  ran  into  a  stumbling  block 
v-;hen  we  tried  to  have  the  parking  lot  at  Academy  Hall 
paved.  The  bids  were  a  lot  higher  than  the  amount  of 
money  we  asked  for.  We  have  put  the  project  on  hold, 
until  after  the  1995  Tovm  Meeting  when  we  will  ask  the 
Town  to  appropriate  additional  money  to  complete  this 
project  . 

The  heating  system  at  Academy  Hall  was  continued  to 
the  upstairs  and  entry  way.  The  Board  of  Selectmen  will 
be  asking  tine  towns  people  to  consider  an  article 
regarding  the  accessibility  to  the  second  floor  via  a 
lift  and  having  the  bathroom  handicapped  accessible,  as 
well  as  address  the  need  for  more  office  space.  As  we 
move  forward,  we  need  to  review  the  Town  buildings  and 
with  the  help  of  the  Capital  Improvements  Committee, 
Library  Trustees,  Fire  Department,  etc.  we  will  be 
discussing  the  need  for  renovations  in  several  of  the 
Town  buildings  over  the  next  few  years. 
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E-911  Is  moving  along  rapidly.  The  Committee  has 
the  road  signs  and  numbers  available  and  we  plan  to  be 
ready  for  implementation  July  1,  1995. 

In  1994  we  again  utilized  the  Merrimack  County 
Diversion  Program.  The  Diversion  Program  provided  manual 
labor  in  June  to  clean  up  the  grounds  and  remove  bushes 
in  the  back  of  the  Town  Hall  and  Library  as  well  as 
helped  with  the  annual  cleaning  of  the  Town  Hall.  Later 
in  the  summer  the  repaired  clapboards  in  the  back  of  the 
Library  were  painted. 

At  the  1994  Town  Meeting  an  article  was  passed  to 
raise  and  appropriate  an  amount  not  to  exceed  $12,000  for 
repairs  to  the  1972  Ford  pumper  to  return  it  to  active 
service.  The  necessary  repairs  were  accomplished  at  a 
cost  of  $7621  and  the  fire  truck  was  Inspected  and 
returned  to  active  service.  The  Selectmen  and  Fire 
Department  are  working  together  to  ensure  we  have  proper 
maintenance  on  our  vehicles  and  are  looking  towards  long 
term  plans  for  fire  eguipment  to  be  replaced. 

The  Board  moved  ahead  this  past  year  and  built  a 
place  for  demolition  debris  and  a  container  was  utilized 
until  the  end  of  November.  In  the  coming  year  we  will 
accept  demolition  debris  per  our  regulations  and  will 
liave  a  container  available  as  it  is  needed.  Please  feel 
free  to  share  with  the  Transfer  Station  Operator,  Ed 
Sav;yer,  or  the  Selectmen  any  guest  ions  or  comments  you 
have  with  regard  to  the  operation  of  the  Transfer 
Station. 

We  want  to  make  honorable  mention  of  our  oldest 

citizen  and  holder  of  the  Boston  Post  cane,  C.  Larry 

Barber.  He  is  95  years  young  and  we  all  wish  our  best  to 
him. 

We  also  want  to  note  that  Edwin  Bowne  was  our  1994 
Citizen  of  the  Year  and  the  Selectmen  have  dedicated  this 
year's  Town  Report  to  the  memory  of  Bernard  Shaw. 

The  Board  of  Selectmen  appreciate  all  the  help  from 
the  many  volunteers  and  reiterate  the  need  for  the 
citizens  of  this  Town  to  get  involved  in  local  Issues. 
It  is  important  to  you  and  the  Board  to  have  Interested 
citizens  help  with  committees,  projects,  etc.  Please 
take  the  time  to  review  the  Town  Report  and  if  you  have 
guest  ions,  concerns  or  comments  to  get  in  touch  with  any 
or  all  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen.

We  have  audited  the  accompanying  general  purpose  financial  statements  of  the  Town  of  Salisbury  as  of  and  for 
the  year  ended  December  31,  1994,  as  listed  in  the  table  of  contents.  These  general  purpose  financial 
statements  are  the  responsibility  of  the  Town's  management.  Our  responsibility  is  to  express  an  opinion  on 
these  general  purpose  financial  statements  based  on  our  audit. 

We  conducted  our  audit  in  accordance  with  generally  accepted  auditing  standards.  Those  standards  require  that 
we  plan  and  perform  the  audit  to  obtain  reasonable  assurance  about  whether  the  general  purpose  financial 
statements  are  free  of  material  misstatement.  An  audit  includes  examining,  on  a  test  basis,  evidence  supporting 
the  amounts  and  disclosures  in  the  general  purpose  financial  statements.  An  audit  also  includes  assessing  the 
accounting  principles  used  and  significant  estimates  made  by  management,  as  well  as  evaluating  the  overall 
general  purpose  financial  statement  presentation.

principles.

The 
paved  end  of  Raccoon  Hill  Road  was  ditched;  some  rocks 
were  removed  and  it  was  shimmed.

Many  individuals  who  wish  to  remain 
anonymous  have  donated  books,  videos  and  other  materials 
to  make  the  Library  a  very  special  place. 

Perhaps,  most  exciting  to  the  Trustees  and  the 
Librarian  is  the  recent  donation  of  a  computer  to  the 
Library  that  will  truly  mark  our  way  into  the  21st 
century.

The  Fire  Department  has  had  a  very  full  year  in 
1994.  We  had  72  calls  for  the  year.  They  were  for  14 
auto  accidents,  22  medical  calls,  1  chimney  fire,  1 
structure  fire,  2  forest  fires,  14  mutual  aid  calls,  2 
electrical  problems,  2  illegal  burns  and  15  miscellaneous 
calls  . 

In  '94  several  firefighters  trained  for  the  Rescue 
Squad  and  became  First  Responders.  This  year  they  will 
update  their  training  to  EMT  (Emergency  Medical 
Technician)  level.  The  Fire  Department  and  Rescue  Squad 
logged  2000  hours  in  training  and  almost  1000  hours 
answering  calls,  performing  repairs  and  other 
miscellaneous  duties. 

The  department  also  formed  a  long  range  planning 
committee  to  assess  our  needs  of  today  and  the  future. 
The  Committee  members  are:  Chairman  Paul  Hurley,  Judy 
Levering,  Bill  Levering,  Don  Cudhea  and  Ed  Bowne .  Anyone 
interested  in  working  with  this  committee,  please  contact 
any  committee  member. 

We  are  also  interested  in  hearing  from  anyone  who 
would  be  interested  in  Joining  the  Department  or  who 
would  like  to  help  in  other  ways.  With  our  schedule,  we 
find  it  hard  to  do  all  the  needed  repairs  to  equipment 
and  keep  the  station  and  grounds  the  way  we  would  all 
like  to  see  a  Town  building.  Please  contact  Ed  Bowne  at 
648-2553  if  you  can  lend  a  hand. 

The  Rescue  Squad  has  been  advancing  in  skills  and  is 
now  better  prepared  than  ever  before  to  respond.  Two 
members  upgraded  their  skills  to  become  EMT's  and  5 
members  are  currently  bridging  to  EMT  and  two  are  in 
training  to  become  First  Responders.  This  is  a 
tremendous  sacrifice  in  terms  of  time  for  members  and 
families  and  it  is  paying  off  for  the  community.  We  have 
been  able  to  transport  for  most  of  our  medical  calls  and 
this  gets  our  patients  to  definitive  hospital  care  much 
faster . 

I  would  like  to  thank  all  the  people  who  have  helped 
and  supported  the  Department  in  '94  and  all  the  past 
years.  It  is  only  with  your  support  that  we  can  serve 
our  community  with  pride.

I  do  appreciate  being  told  of  burning,  even  if  a 
permit  is  not  required,  as  it  makes  it  easier  to  inform 
Fire  Alarm  of  the  circumstances  if  someone  calls  them 
with  a  report  of  a  fire. 

Permits  are  required  when  it  is  raining  -  although 
you  can  burn  on  a  rainy  day  WITH  a  permit,  you  must  put 
out  the  fire  if  the  rain  stops.  You  can  burn  nothing 
over  5"  in  diameter,  no  stumps.  You  cannot  burn  any 
rubber  products,  roofing  material,  nothing  that  will  give 
off  toxins  of  any  kind.  Permits  are  needed  for  all 
incinerator  and  outside  cooking  fires  with  the  exception 
of  charcoal  grills.

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REPORT  OF  STATE  FOREST  RANGER 

In  calendar  year  1994,  our  three  (3)  leading  causes 
of  fires  were  No  Permit,  Children  and  Rekindles  of  fires 
where  the  fire  was  not  properly  extinguished. 

Violations  of  RSA  224:27  II,  the  fire  permit  law, 
and  the  other  burning  laws  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshire 
are  misdemeanors  punishable  by  Fines  of  up  to  $2,000 
and/or  a  year  in  Jail.  Violators  are  also  liable  for  all 
fire  suppression  costs. 

To  aid  your  Forest  Fire  Warden,  Fire  Department  and 
State  Forest  Fire  Officials,  contact  your  local  Warden  or 
Fire  Department  to  find  out  if  a  permit  is  required. 
This  also  helps  to  prevent  unnecessary  response  to  a 
controlled  burn.

During  the  year  some  residents  expressed  concerns 
about  the  way  their  phone  calls  were  handled  by  our 
dispatch  service.  I  thought  I  would  use  this  space  to 
explain  what  should  happen  when  you  call  us. 

Our  phones  are  answered  by  the  Merrimack  County 
Sheriffs  Department  Dispatch.  This  center  answers  the 
plione  for  approximately  15  agencies.  This  means  that 
they  can  be  very  busy.  When  you  call,  the  first  thing 
they  will  want  to  know  is  if  the  call  is  an  emergency. 
If  your  call  is  a  true  emergency  the  dispatcher  should 
help  you  immediately  by  taking  your  information  and  the 
nature  of  the  call.  A  true  emergency  is  different  than 
something  you  may  consider  important .  A  car  accident 
with  injury,  someone  trying  to  break  into  your  house,  or 
a  robbery  in  progress  are  examples  of  emergencies.  If 
you  come  home  and  find  someone  has  broken  your  expensive 
picture  window,  this  is  not  an  emergency  (however,  it  is 
still  very  important  to  us).  If  you  have  a  true 
emergency,  the  dispatcher  should  get  the  help  you  need 
immediately. 

When  your  call  is  not  an  emergency  several  things 
could  happen.  If  a  Salisbury  Police  Officer  is  on  call, 
the  dispatcher  will  take  the  information  and  have  him  get 
back  to  you.  If  a  Salisbury  Officer  is  not  on  duty,  the 
dispatcher  may  ask  if  you  want  to  wait  for  us  to  come  on 
duty  or  call  the  State  Police.  Some  people  have  been 
upset  that  the  dispatcher  would  not  call  State  Police  for 
them.  The  reason  for  this  is  the  State  Police  Dispatcher 
needs  to  hear  from  you  in  person.  The  dispatcher  will 
want  to  know  where  you  live  and  directions  to  the  call. 
There  is  more  room  for  error  if  the  County  Dispatcher 
takes  the  information  and  passes  it  on.  Also,  the  State 
Dispatcher  will  be  able  to  tell  you  better  when  you  can 
expect  an  officer  to  arrive. 

V/henever  you  liave  concerns  about  the  way  a  call  is 
handled,  please  bring  them  to  my  attention  or  any  of  the 
officers  and  we  will  be  glad  to  look  into  it.  We  wish  we 
could  be  there  24  hours  a  day  to  assist  you,  but  due  to 
the  expense  we  still  rely  heavily  on  the  State  Police  to 
answer  calls  in  town.

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E- 911 /TAX  MAP  COMMITTEE 

The  E-911/Tax  Map  project  Is  moving  along  very  well. 
1994  was  a  busy  year  for  the  committee.  Numerous 
portions  of  the  project  have  been  completed  and  the 
remaining  portions  are  moving  along  smoothly. 

The  State  of  New  Hampshire  purchased  Global 
Positioning  System  equipment  early  in  1994  that  made  it 
possible  for  us  to  locate  and  assign  numbers  to  the 
buildings  in  town.  Committee  members  drove  the  town  in 
a  specially  equipped  vehicle  that  had  the  electronic 
equipment  to  locate  and  record  the  location  of  all 
buildings  in  town.  Numbers  were  assigned  during  this 
process.  This  was  done  early  in  April.  The  State  then 
created  a  draft  set  of  maps  that  showed  all  buildings  as 
well  as  the  assigned  numbers.  These  were  delivered  to  us 
in  August  .  These  maps  are  in  the  process  of  being 
verified  by  the  Committee. 

The  State  has  been  requested  to  provide  this  service 
by  140  New  Hampshire  communities.  We  are  fortunate  that 
we  asked  for  it  early  as  they  have  driven  Just  over  40  of 
these  communities  as  of  January  and  have  completed  final 
maps  for  five  of  them. 

The  three  telephone  companies  that  serve  the  town 
have  supplied  names  of  all  telephone  service  subscribers. 
We  are  In  the  process  of  taking  all  the  numbers  from  the 
maps  and  assigning  them  to  the  names  of  each  telephone 
user  in  town.  The  phone  companies  will  then  supply  this 
information  to  the  Bureau  of  Emergency  Communications  to 
enter  into  the  E-911  database.  The  Committee  wishes  to 
thank  the  numerous  residents  whom  we  have  called  for 
their  assistance  in  verifying  this  data.  We  have  80%  of 
this  portion  complete  and  expect  to  finish  it  in 
January. 

We  will  be  working  with  the  Postal  Service  to  notify 
residents  of  their  address.  We  hope  to  have  all 
notifications  completed  by  April.  Some  residents  will 
have  a  street  address  as  well  as  a  mailing  address  as  the 
Postal  Service  has  notified  us  that  Salisbury  mail  will 
be  delivered  from  several  different  Post  Offices. 

The  Committee  has  completed  a  road  sign  review  and 
recommended  sign  additions  or  replacement,  to  the  Board 
of  Selectmen,  to  properly  Identify  all  town  roads  and 
streets  to  help  emergency  crews  in  locating  the  correct 
address. 
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Numbering  guidelines  have  been  established  to  ensure 
consistent  size  and  placement  of  numbers.   There  Is  a 
good  possibility  that  all  residents  will  be  supplied  with 
one  set  of  numbers. 

We  anticipate  having  all  portions  of  the  E-911 
project  completed  In  time  for  the  scheduled  July  5,  1995 
start  date. 

We  would  like  to  express  our  gratitude  to  our 
Postmaster,  Dot  Bartlett,  for  her  Invaluable  assistance 
to  us  In  this  project.

The  Salisbury  Historical  Society  serves  the 
community  in  many  ways.  Organized  in  1966  to  preserve 
Salisbury  history  and  to  collect,  preserve,  and  display 
local  artifacts  we  offer  several  programs  of  community 
service  throughout  the  year. 

Since  the  fourth  grade  is  when  our  students  study 
New  Hampshire  history,  we  do  several  things  for  that 
class  in  addition  to  making  them  honorary  members  of  the 
Society  for  the  year.  In  the  fall  Kim  Sowles  from  Tilton 
takes  the  group  to  a  Town  cemetery  for  the  story  of 
gravestones  and  an  actual  stone-rubbing  exercise.  We 
also  sponsor  them  to  a  trip  to  the  New  Hampshire 
Historical  Society  Museum  in  Concord. 

We  award,  to  a  Salisbury  senior  attending  one  of  the 
area  high  schools,  a  $1000.00  scholarship  to  be  used 
towards  any  post  secondary  school  education.  This  year's 
recipient  was  Melissa  Payno . 

Programs,  four  a  year,  are  open  to  the  public.  Last 
spring  three  "Old  Timers"  -  Orvie  Shaw,  George  Beauly  and 
Isabel  Eaton,  shared  their  experiences  in  the  district 
schools  of  their  day.

During  1994,  we  continued  our  modest,  volunteer- 
managed  recycling  program  at  the  Town  Transfer  Station. 
Town  residents  sorted  about  25  tons  of  newspaper, 
cardboard,  plastic  bottles,  glass  containers,  steel  and 
aluminum  cans  from  their  household  trash.  Volunteers 
helped  sort  and  maintain  the  quality  of  recyclable 
material  at  the  transfer  station.  Underhill  Trash  and 
Refuse  hauled  the  collected  materials  to  the  Warner 
Recycling  Center  to  be  baled,  granulated  otherwise 
densified  and  shipped  to  market.  In  addition,  Salisbury 
residents  recycled  32.9  tons  of  appliances  and  other 
scrap  metal  items,  plus  the  CFC  refrigerants  in  23 
refrigerators.  (The  federal  government  requires 
extraction  of  CFC's  for  recycling  prior  to  recycling 
refrigeration  appliances.) 

Here's  the  list  of  what  we  collect  for  recycling  at 
the  transfer  station.  Please  make  a  copy  and  post  it  in 
your  home  for  handy  reference:

PLEASE  make  sure  all  containers  are  empty  and  well- 
rinsed. 

PLEASE  remove  all  jar  lids  and  bottle  caps. 

PLEASE  sort  your  own  recyclables  into  containers  set  out 
below  the  trailer  steps  when  the  recycling  center  is 
open . 

PLEASE  do  not  bring  plastic  containers  other  than  those 
listed  above. 

PLEASE  remove  non-metallic  materials  such  as  bicycle 
tires,  window  glass  and  plastic  coverings  before 
adding  items  to  scrap  metal  pile. 
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The  recycling  program  operates  the  first  and  third 
Saturdays  of  the  month  only.  Do  not  leave  recyclable 
material  on  the  ground  if  the  recycling  center  is  not 
open . 

Regional  and  national  markets  for  recyclable 
materials  have  improved  markedly  In  the  past  six  months. 
Experts  predict  sustained  strength  for  these  markets,  as 
more  and  more  companies  worldwide  continue  investing  in 
plants  that  transform  used  materials  into  a  wide  array  of 
nev/  products.  We  will  be  looking  for  ways  to  lower  the 
cost  of  our  recycling  program  in  light  of  an  improved 
market  outlook  for  recyclable  materials. 

We  are  grateful  to  our  Transfer  Station  Manager,  Ed 
Sawyer,  for  his  good  humor,  support  and  dependability. 
Hats  off  to  our  many  recycling  program  volunteers,  who 
came  out  in  all  kinds  of  weather  to  get  the  work  done. 
By  the  way,  we  welcome  new  volunteers.  The  time 
commitment  is  minimal  -  an  hour  or  two  every  couple  of 
months.  If  you're  interested,  leave  your  name  with  the 
Selectmen  or  contact  the  recycling  coordinator  directly. 
Remember,  what  goes  around,  comes  around!

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Selectman  Sharon  MacDuffie  stated  that  she  had 
called  Hudson  for  more  Information  on  the  truck  and 
they  confirmed  all  the  problems  that  the  truck  had. 

Paul  Hurley  pointed  out  that  the  truck  would  come 
with  a  one  year  warranty  -  6  months  100%  parts  and 
labor  -  6  months  50/50. 

Thomas  McDonough  mentioned  that  the  new  truck  would 
hold  5  people  and  be  able  to  take  a  full  crew  to  a 
call.  The  old  truck  can  only  hold  2  for  a  rescue 
call.

Ray  Cote  pointed  out  that  the  money  for  this  project 
would  come  out  of  the  Capital  Reserve  Fund  not  our 
taxes .

ARTICLE  18.  To  see  if  the  Town  will  vote  to  raise  and 
appropriate  up  to  the  sum  of  Forty  Five  Hundred  Dollars 
(54,500)  to  purchase  a  used  sweeper  for  the  Highway 
Department.  (The  Selectmen  and  Budget  Committee  recommend 
this  appropriation.) 

Paul  Hurley  asked  what  part  of  town  this  sweeper 
would  be  used  in.  Road  Agent  William  MacDuff ie,  Sr. 
stated  he  would  sweep  the  tar  roads  after  he  cleans 
out  the  ditches. 

Daisy  Dunham  asked  how  this  job  was  done  now  and  was 
told  we  rent  a  sweeper  for  $200.00  a  day.

(The  Selectmen  recommend  this  appropriation  only  in  the 
event  that  Article  19  passes.)  (Budget  Committee 
recommends  this  appropriation).
